British. If those Indians who say that they are 
members of Gandhi or Bose Group, they are paid money 
and are advised to carry on their avocations 
peacefully; e.g. a certain Post Office in Burma it 
is said was looted by the Japanese. The Post Master 
through fear took shelter under a table. He was 
dragged out of the place of his hiding and asked if he 
was Pro-British. lie answered in the negative. He 
was at once paid some money by the Japanese soldiers 
and was allowed to go away. 

There is another rumour that a Bengali barrister 
of Penang has been made Governor of Penang.

My name is Meghnad Witter. My father's ')' 
name le Late Praraatha Nath Mitter and I am aged 
about 60 years. I was a resident of Vill-Naihatl, 
E.B.R. (24 Parganas). I had never been to my 
Native Country. I had been to England in 1906 
and became Bar-at-Law in 1910. I returned back 
to Calcutta and started practising in Calcutta 
High Court till 1961. In 1931 I left for Singa- 
pore Town and X started practising there till 
January 1942. During my stay in London X had 
never come in contact with any German, Italian or 
Japanese. In was never interested in Politics. 

During my practice at Singapore, I came in 
contact with one Japanese Lady (whose name T do not 
remember now) who approached me with a Tamil gentle- 
man. The Japanese Lady anted to aell her goods 
to the said Tamil gentleman for which a legal docu- 
ment liad to be drawn up by my office und executed 
in Singapore in favour of the Tamil after the Freez- 
ing order. It was done with the permission of the 
Financial Secretary aid the consideration money was 
passed in his presence. 

Except this only case 1 nad never come in 
contact of any Japanese or enemy people. On 20th 
January 1942, I started by a. a. “human 1 ' from Singa- 
pore and reached Calcutta on 1.2.42. Before I left 
for India I had no experience of War except a few 
bombs which were dropped at Singapore by the Japanese. 

After my return to Calcutta I did not say to 
anybody that Singapore will fall within a day or two; 
rather I was confident that Singapore will not fall. 

At present I am attending Calcutta High Court. 

One day at the Bar Library High Court I told some of 
the lawyers about the fall of bomb which partially 
damaged by residence. X did not say anything more. 

I did never say that British morale at Singapore is 
low. I did never say that Japanese planes are 
superior and our troops are ready to surrender. 

Our ship was never intercepted by any Japanese 
Submarine in Ugh Seas. We did never stand in a file 
on the deck under the order of the Captain. I did 
[not say to any one that our ship was intercepted by 
tiie enemy Submarine. During our Journey X saw one 
British Submarine which passed off by our side. I do 
jnot know British submarines but X heard every one to 
|aay in the snip that it was our Submarine • 

I came as a deck passenger as there was no cabin 
empty. I did never say to any one that the Cabins 
were all reserved for Europeans, because X know that two 
Indians were also travelling in Cabins. 

1 know Srlsh Chanda Guha who was a Bar-at-Law at 
Singapore* I cannot say where he is now at present. 

At present I am living in the house of Late Nanda 
Lai Basu , my Father- in-law.

Ultra has told them 
that Japanese are sure to conquer Singapore in a day or two j 
the morale of the British Army there is very low ; that there 
are no good pilots in the defending force: that the Japan- 
ese airplanes and bombers are of superior type ; that the 
Indians, Malayas and Chinese residents are ready to surrender, 
and accept the Japanase rule in Singapore# M^GhNAD MITRA in- 
formed that one prominent Bengali Barrister, Sr ish Chandra 
Guha, was still staying at Singapore. Mitra also said that 
their ship/ was intercepted by a Japanese submarine on the 
high seas. The Captain requested the Indian passengers to 
stand on the deck in a file, so that the Japanese would spare 
the ship. (As the Japanese are reported to have been 
friendly to the Asiatics). In this way, their ship was spared. 
Mitra complained, however, that the management of the ship 
did not allow Indians to use the cabins, which were reserved 
for Europeans, though the Indian passengers were ready to pay 
the high fare. This discriminating policy was scathingly 
denounced by MEGHNAD MITRA and the lawyers.

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/ The matter which is uppermost in my mind now is the evacuation 
of Indians from Malaya, and I will deal with that#irst. As soon aa\ 
the war in Malaya started, my Chamber requested the Government for M 
facilities to evacuate Indians, especially women and children. We 
were told that the Government were short of ships and would try aa 
far as possible. Of course we all knew that, Penang fell into en< 
hands all of a sudden. No Indian was given any chance to leave 
Penang. Only the white population left. I must be fair to the aut_ 
rities. They perhaps thought that the enemy might treat the whites 
in a harsher way thar. ho would treat the Asiatics. Anyway, no chance 
was given to Indians to leave Penang. And they are all there with* 
out any exception. Later on, we telegraphed with the consent of the 
Government to His Excellency tho Vicoroy and to Mahatma Gandhi . Mind, 
we were daily under the DomoB, Kather, I may say we were at the 
mercy of the Japanese as there were no public shelters. And it woulii 
surprise you to hear it, gentlemen, that neither His Excellency the If 
Viceroy nor even the Overseas Departuent . had the decency to reassure 
us as to what arrangements they were making for our leaving that 
country which was continually beir^; bonbed. (Pardon my beii^ imperti- 
nent, but we had more freedom of speech in Singapore). 

We were not aware of such action. All the other matters were 
also discussed. As the situation became acute my Chamber and other 
Indian Associations made joint representations to the authorities, f 
The Governor was good enough to telegraph to His Excellency the 
Viceroy and we were provided with some ships. Mr. Goho and I were r 
pit by the Government in charge of issuing permits to Indians, find 
the order wass Women and children first; second chance to a family 
of x five including one male men over 50 and people with medical ct>; 
tifi cates, or stranded Indians from up country. Some ships were 
provided, out at our expense. We had to pay our passages, tfiilst 
non-Indians and non-Ceylonese were provided with free passages and 1/ 
better ships. The result was that most of the families, specially p 
the middle and the poorer classes, were left behind. It is d if fit 
to understand why, if such facilities were granted to non-Indians,/ 
similar facilities were not granted to Indians? I hope your confer

Being in charge of the evacuees, 1 look one of the last two 
which were to leave on February 6 from Singapore. You can only 
imagine our condition if I say that we were a thousand people p 
in that ship, life-boats were sufficient only for 40 the snip wi 
bombed four times in Singapore and therefore damaged and unseaw.

Gentlemen, it is a very sad story, 
and I hope as a member of your Chamber and your Federation, you will 
help me at least in asking the Indian Government to institute an in- 
quiry into the treatment meted out to us. In this third ship, there 
was no doctor, no sanitation, no cooking facilities, no Sufficient 
life-boats or life-belts, it was a oargo-boat. Naval ratings with 
open bayonets and British soldiers were lined up before we went into 
this ship.

Last night at 21-00 hrs. (Bengal time) I 
received and heard the Radio broadcast made by 
HABIBAR RAHAMAN of Delhi from the Berlin short-wave 



station at 19 metre band. In the course of his usual 
Urdu broadcast he referred to the recorded speech of 
SUBHAS CHANDnA BOSS, which was an "open letter to 
Sir Stafford Cripps and which would follow his 
broadcast. 

The Govt. Urdu reporter took short-hand notes 
of the Urdu broadcast of HABIBAR RAHAMAN who closed 
his broadcast at 21-15 hrs. The announcer of the 
Berlin short-wave Radio Station announced that the 
broadcasting of Subhas Bose’s recorded speech was 
"an open letter to Sir Stafford Cripps". 

The voice in the, recorded speech appeared to be that 
of Subhas Chandra Bose. It was in English and 
started with the words "Dear Sir Stafford Cripps". 
There was no Govt. Reporter to take short-hand notes 
of the recorded speech. Inspr. Amullya Chakrabartti 
and myself attempted to take long*hand notes of the 
speech, but owing to electrical interference and 
disturbances and rapidity of the delivery we failed 
to take long-hand notes. In addressing Sir Stafford 
Cripps, Subhas Chandra Bose said that ne (Sir 
Stafford) personally knew the reactionary character 
of the present British far Cabinet, and it was also 
known to him that Indian National Congress and the 
Indian people declared that they stood for complete 
independence and that they were not at war with any 
nation. 

History of British rule in India was a 
history of exploitation, plunder, tyranny and 
opreasIM: SiFStariord' CrippB Vetlarefot JQlh l 
that his intention was identical wi ih that of rx. 
cnurcnill. Jhn /a the syornTeafemr o^ India. SuUhaa 
tfdse stated thaL the British LaDOur leaders were 
equally imperialist like the present Cabinet. In 
1931 Mr. Ramsay Macdonald formed the Labour Cabinet 
but 11,900 men and women of India were kept in 
prison.

It is quite 
certain Germany is to win in the end. She shall make a dangerous 
attack on England from Norway side and you will soon find the 
German forces operating in England. 

Aeroplanes are always above us day and night either to 
frighten the illiterate public to leave Calcutta and thus lessen 
the responsibility of Government or to spend petrol unnecessarily. 

Here you shall find a letter from dear father. You go 
through this and shall find we have such a rich-hearted father 
who advised his son when he expressed his views of joining any 
revolutionary party and cutting all connections with his dear onee 
for the sake of his country's freedom. Side by side you shall 
also find a letter from dear brother Kewal Ji who opened my eyes 
and made me to realise that my becoming a successful Engineer 
is like a big revolt. You see I had decided to have some acid 
pistol with me which I could easily manufacture. But when I 
seeked advice from dear father and Kewal Ji I found they are 
more anxious than me, they have higher spirit for sacrifice than 
myself and there is no use of my keeping such things. They have 
seen a better world than myself and they know at what place and 
at what time to strike. They can give their lives for thiB 
sacred cause of freedom before we son give it.

On 7.3.42 an A.S.I. attached to Raipura P.S. in Dacca Dis- 
trict noticed a suspicious stranger passing and challenged him. 

The stranger stated that he was Dal Bali s/o Bennet of I'angra, 
Peshawar and was an Army man who when his unit was surrounded by 
Japanese in Burma made good his escape and was trying to get 
back to northern India. He gave his number as 28099 , 2nd 
Baluchistan Regiment. The A.S.I. disbelieving the story arrested 
the man who later on admitted that he was an Italian llilitary 
Officer, Sub-Lieut. Anastasia Fasqualino and that he escaped from 
a running train between Hangar h and Peshawar. 

Pasqualino was very tanned, spoke Hindustani quite well and 
looked like a Kashmiri or Afridi. He was dressed in a khaki 
Military Cardigan and a striped lungi as worn by Bengali I.uhamned- 
ans . 

Bhe prisoner stated that after escape he cane to Barrackpore, 
24 Parganas, Bengal and after staying a night left for Chittacong 
where, having spent all his money he explained to 3 British 
Officers through a window that he was an escaped Italian prisoner 
of war. These officers disbelieved his story and an Indian 
questioned him in Hindi and told him to go away and not to bother 
them. “e spent the night in Chittagong, then left dressed in 
clothes given by a boatman and got off the train near the Weghna 
Bridge. He was late 1 arrested as detailed after being at large 
for eight days. 

42, 
mentioned that among others 2/lt. 2899, Anastasia 
Pasqualino escaped from a train. 



1 stranger was picked up in Kalna Burdwar. on 26.3.42. He 
failed to answer any questions put to him in Bengali or Hindi and 
later on was examined over a period of 4 days by different officers 
with the help of a local constable who was in Burma for 17 years. 
Beyond furnishing his name and stating that he/lived all his life 
in Burma and that the rest of his family members were killed in 
an Air raid on Pegu Town, he gave no other information except that 
he had come to India along with other evacuees from Burma and 
could only speak Eurmete. 

While in Burdwan he lived with the 0/C Kotwali P.S. and the 
local police seemed satisfied with the account he had given of 
himself. He was finally sent to this office for further examin- 
ation when it was discovered that he was a Bengali and when 
questioned gave his name as Bihari Kamkar s/o Ehat Kamkar of 
Kuktarpara, Netrakona, Hynensingh. He said that he had returned 
as an evacuee from Rangoon, where he had spent 4 years and being^ 
destitute was raasquarading as a Burman to get food and shelter. 

The Superintendent of Police, Kymensingh was referred to and 
reported that he had verified the jmtecedents of this evacuee and 
that there was nothing against him.

The time has 
passed away when Britain used to cheat and play false with 
the Indians. In the present day the old order will be 
changed qy a new order, and this war is preparing ground 
for that. India is now trying to win over her freedom and 
it has been quite clear to the people of India that the 
deys of slavery have passed away, and it is now the time 
fo reorganizing her freedom. In a recent meeting regirding 
India’s freedom at Singapore Subhas Chandra ose has been 
accepted by the Indian soldiers as their leaders. Pritam 
Bingi was the Chairman of this meeting, and Swami Satya- 
nanda Puri was also present at Hie meeting, fhere will be 
a conference in Tbkyo regarding India's freedom and many 
Indians will go there and join thejconference.

In addressing Sir Stafford Oripps, Sufchas Bose 
said that he (Sir Stafford) personally knew the reactionary 
character of the present Britieh War Cabinet, and it was 
also known t o him that Indian National Congress and the Indiar 
people declared that they stood for complete ind«pend«ice, 
and that they were not at war with any nation. 

History ot British rule in India was a history 
of exploitation, plunder, tyranny, and oppression. Sir 
Stafford Grippe, declared at Delhi that his intention was 
identical with that of Mr. Churchill, who is the sworn enemy 
of India, and that the British labour leaders were equally 
imperialist like the present Cabinet. In 1931 ir. Ramsay 
MacDonald fonned the Labour Cabinet but 11,900 men and women 
of India were kept in prison. He also cited other instances o: 
British atrocities in India. 

In conclusion Suthaa Bose said that he was convinc- 
ed that taere was not the least possibility of India being 
attacked oy the Japanese or any Axis power. He advised 
Sir Stafford Crippa to make a glorious retreat of Britain

British war. On the contrary she would suffer incalculable 
carnage from the "scorched, earth" policy.

Bubhas Chandra Bose read out sn "open letter" to 
Sir Staff oniCrioos over the "Azad Hind* Hadio, He accused 
Britain of provoking other nations into taking up arras and 
emphasized that her preset overtures to India "were directr 
ed towards mobilising Indian resources and faan-power in th< 
interest of the British, who would eventually let down the 
Indians, Bose reminded Cripps of his loudly -advertised 
views on Indian problems, vhich seemed to have radically 
changed since he accepted Ms office under Churchill. 

It is a pity, declared Bubh&s Bose, that Cripps who once 
strongly advocated Indpendence for India, had arrived 
flourishing a proposal which fell miserably short of what 
uiti desired and deserved. India, continued Bose, had no 
lies beyond her frontiers, Ihe danger to India existed 
only in the imagination of the British, As a matter of 
i act, the Axis Powers would be only too glad to see her 
free and indepoident. fhe Japanese Premier had time and 
agwin prooiuitoed that India had nothing to fear from 
Japan, In the end, Bose urged Cripps to prevent the 
British Co Vermont from pursuing the "scorched earth" 
policy in India as it would prove fatal for the Indians. 

dulhas Bose, in his first speech of tills week, 
attempted to analyse the British proposals. He reminded 
the Indians that the British were aiming at dividing 
India into a number of 3 tales.

Farldpur, an old stud- 
ent of Pulin Babu, a teacher of some school in Burma said that 
a group of Bengali including himself formed a party, and they 
fled from Burma with the retreating Chinese army, which has 
recently come within the boundary of India. I came to know from 
Jejneswar that at Burma they had four-fold enemies, viz., the 
British soldiers, the Burmese residents, the bandits and the 
robbers, and the Japs.
